BRUSSELS, Dec. 3 (WP) .—The Nixon administration has re- 
jected the idea advanced in the Johnson era that a balance of 
conventional forces exists in Europe between the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization and the rival Warsaw Pact. 

This was made known here today by American officials, who 
declined to be otherwise identified, after the NATO defense ministers 
ordered a new study of the two groups' relative military postures.

North Korea 
Releases 3 
U.S. Prisoners 

PANMUNJOM, Korea. Dec. 3 
iUPD.— T he United States today 
won the release of three Army heli- 
copter crewmen from 108 days in 
North Korean captivity by apo- 
logizing for their "crirainal" intru- 
sion Into the Communist nation. 

Once the three had crossed into 
South Korea, US. officials issued a 
statement renouncing the admission 
and saying it was "obrious that 
there was no criminal act or inten- 
tional infiltration." 

The men were captured Aug. 17 
when their observation helicopter 
flew a half mile into North Korea 
and was shot down. All three were 
wounded, but the Communists said 
they were getting good care. 

Spec. 4 Herman E. Hofstatter 
walked on crutches. Capt. David H. 
Crawford was limping, and War- 
rant Officer Malcolm V. Loepke ap- 
peared to be in good condition. 

The Communists had reported 
earlier that Spec. Hofstatter and 
Capt. Crawford bad been severely 
Injured when the helicopter was 
shot down, and that Warrant Of- 
ficer Loepke had been slightly in- 
jured. 

In general, all three men are 
in good physical condition.” said 
CoL Paul E. Sheffler, commander 
of the 121st Army Evacuation Hos- 
pital.

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The House Votes for 'Peace 


Forgetting the costly lesson of the Tonkin 
Gulf resolution, the House of Representatives 
once more has let itself be steamrollered 
Into endorsing presidential policies in Viet- 
nam witfc no precise definition of That It 
■eras endorsing and no careful examination 
©/ The possible implications. 

To be sure, Tuesday's resolution affirm- 
ing "support for the President ir. his efforts 
to negotiate a just peace in Vietnam"' Is on 
its face innocuous to the point of being 
meaningless. It hardly seems in a class 
with the blank check Congress impetuously 
handed to President Johnson after the Ton- 
kin Gulf incidents of August, 1934. Yet, 
many in Congress felt they Tere undertaking 
a very modest commitment then. 

President Nixon had already embraced the 
house draft in advance of the present vote 
as being “along the lines of the proposal I 
made in a speech on Nov. 3.” This should 
have been enough to give the House pause, 
as it apparently did the Senate. The Presi- 
dent's Nov. 3 address did promise peace, 'out 
it also offered a program that could lead to 
prolonged conflict. In that speech, Mr. 
Nixon tied American withdrawal from Viet- 
nam to the continued 'withdrawal of enemy 
troops and to the steady improvement of 
South Vietnamese forces— two extremely 
dubious propositions. 

The President also hinted in his address 


at the possibility of re-escalation. So did 
Defense Secretary Melvin R. Laird in secret 
testimony before a House Appropriations 
subcommittee last October that has just been 
released. Is the House prepared to endorse 
such a step? We think not. But the Presi- 
dent may attempt to draw that conclusion 
from the loosely worded, resolution adopted 
by the majority Tuesday. 

At the very least, the Foreign Affairs 
Committee should have held thorough hear- 
ings on this administration-backed resolu- 
tion to determine its precise meaning and to 
examine the implications of the “plan for 
peace.** which has been so uncritically en- 
dorsed. Instead the committee held no 
hearings and reported the resolution after 
less than two hours of closed-door discus-' 
sicns. 

There should at the very least have been 
an opportunity for amendments to clarify 
and qualify the original draft, prepared with 
the assistance of White House aides. Depriv- 
ed of any such opportunity, some members 
went along with a resolution that they freely 
admitted, in a separate statement, they 
found confusing. 

It is pointless to talk of restoring con- 
gressional responsibility in foreign affairs 
when the House can act so cavalierly on a 
matter of such grave Importance.

Relaxing the Tax Brake on Inflation 


The economic course this country is pur- 
suing has brought a thoughtful warning 
from the fiscal policy subcommittee of the 
congressional Joint Economic Committee. 
The legislative watchdogs on the economy 
find little evidence that the inflationary 
forces are abating. They are worried by 
the prospect of continued price-wage infla- 
tion along with an inadequate rate of 
growth. They see in the present mix of 
fiscal and monetary policies danger of a 
recession with an intolerable burden of un- 
employment. 

Chairman Martha W. Griffiths and her 
colleagues are b7 no means soft on inflation. 
On the contrary, they recognize inflation as 
possibly a greater danger than unemploy- 
ment. In the language of the subcommittee 
report, inflation “robs the saver of the 
purchasing power he or she has put aside 
for future use. frustrating rational plan- 
ning. It distorts financial markets and 
rewards financial speculators at the expense 
of producers, workers and Innovators. It 
deprives the aged of the value of their re- 
tirement incomes. Generally, inflation 
creates imbalances out of which grow reces- 
sion and/or excess unemployment.**. 

What worries the subcommittee Is the 
prospect that the tight- money policy de- 
signed to curb inflation may cost too much 
in terms of unemployment and dislocations 
that fall with special weight upon the dis- 
advantaged. During the past summer, the 
report points out, there was virtually no 
increase in the money supply. The conse- 
quent soaring Interest rates have brought 
crises in the housing Industry and in state 
and local financing and serious distortions 
In other segments of the economy. If the 
country relies too heaviily on this kind of 
squeeze to cool its Inflationary fever, the 
cure may he as bad as the disease. 

So the committee has thrown its weight 
behind a change In the policy mix. It wants 
a relaxation of the credit squeeze, with 
growth of at least 2 percent in the money 
supply per year, the aim being steady growth 
and full employment without Inflation. In 
order to make this possible, however, other 


restraints must be added to the so-called 
policy mix. The subcommittee recommends 
“selective credit restraints. . .perhaps on a 
voluntary basis’* and a sizable budgetary 
surplus. 

The emphasis is clearly upon reduced 
spending and more federal revenue. - The 
report candidly' acknowledges that the loose 
fiscal policy from 1965 to 1965, culminating 
In a $25.2 billion deficit in the latter year, 
was the major factor in producing "a de- 
mand inflation.** Now the subcommittee 
sees great danger in the possibility that the 
government may be swinging back from the 
current surplus to budgetary deficits again 
before inflation has been brought under con- 
trol. 

To make an easier monetary policy feasi- 
ble, the subcommittee advocates a budgetary 
surplus (calculated on the basis of high em- 
ployment) of as much as $8 billion to $10 
billion in each of the fiscal years 1970 and 
1971. Such a surplus will be possible only 
If Congress trims the tax relief that Is con- 
templated in both the Senate and House tax 
reform bills. The dominant note in the re- 
port is a plea to Congress not to deprive the 
government of Its fiscal weapon against 
inflation at a time when the pressures are 
still strong and the demands on the Treasury 
for important social services continue to 
mount. 

Will Congress face the inflationary prob- 
lem thus tossed into its lap? Can it forgo 
the political lure of substantial tax reduc- 
tions for everyone in the interests of fiscal 
stability? It is late in the day to be calling 
for a tax-reform bill without loss of revenue, 
although that was the original objective of 
the tax reformers. Nevertheless, the fiscal 
policy subcommittee has greatly clarified 
the problem that every congressman must 
resolve for himself as the tax bill is given 
final shape. If the Congress is not willing 
to vote a substantial revenue surplus in the 
face of a persistent Inflationary crunch, it 
will deal a critical blow to the concept that 
government can stop Inflation without re- 
cession.

W ASHINGTON.— Could Congress 
now intervene to stop the war 
in Vietnam? Having told the Pres- 
ident through the Tonkin Gulf 
resolution In 1964 that he should 
use his own discretion as to what 
military measures were necessary 
in Vietnam, could Congress belat- 
edly reverse itself and tell him 
to pull American troops out? 

At least one senator. Charles E. 
Goodell, thinks so. But the am- 
bivalent S en ate Foreign Relations 
Committee has again .postponed 
hearings on the Gooden resolu- 
tion designed to cut'' off funds 
far fighting in Vietnam within a 
year. 

It s eem s highly improbable that 
Congress will use this drastic 
weapon. The effect would be to 
force a pullout of American 
troops regardless of what the con- 
sequences might be. Congress has 
always been loath to take the re- 
sponsibility for the extra casual- 
ties and chaos that might result 
from such an inflexible mandate. 
Yet the unrest in Congress over 
continuation of what is essential l y 
a presidential war is steadily 
mounting. 

Recent events have further dra- 
matized the gravitation of the war 
power into the hands of the Pres- 


ident. to his Nov. 3 address, Pres- 
ident Nixon outlined his policy for 
ending the war— not a national 
policy reflecting the views of both 
the executive and legislative 
branches. When the peace dem- 
onstrators came to town, they were 
concerned only about malting &c 
Impact on the White Bouse. Con- 
gress itself was not in the lime- 
light because it has been almost 
a cipher in the making of Viet- 
nam policy. 


Unshared Agony 


Tn . thej r more 'xpsteinplaitve 
moments the President and his 
advisees may reflect upon how 
much easier their present, posi- 
tion would be if C o ng r ess had au- 
thorized the limited war in Viet- 
nam and if Congress were now 
sharing the agony of toying to 
end It without disastrous conse- 
quences.

In an Il- 
luminating report issued prior to 
enactment of the resolution, . the 
Foreign Relations Committee also 
outlined various steps which could 
be taken to guard against pres- 
idential - wars in the future. ■ :

A-Treaty Fears 

The German diplomats who last week 
signed the nonproliferation treaty un- 
doubtedly accomplished that gesture re- 
luctantly. But they knew that they had no 
choice and that the .signing was ineluctable, 
since the Soviet Union made It one of the 
conditions for a dialogue with Bonn. A 
refusal consequently would have resulted in 
a quarrel with the UjS.SJt. as well as with 
the United States. 

It is precisely this conjunction of Amer- 
ican and Soviet interests, of which West 
Germany is the victim, that gave rise in 
Bonn to a sentiment of uneasiness, which 
Mr. Strauss very well defined when he com- 
pared the nonproliferation treaty to a 
(Yalta on a cosmic scale.

Those 
were "our children” In the streets 
of Chicago last year, someone has 
written. And those were our chil- 
dren in the streets of My Lai and 
that is the unbearable thought. We 
didn’t raise them up to shoot little 
babies, so .who is to blame? 

Was it all those hours they spent 
In front of television sets, learning 
the tricks of violence from the ar- 
tists of stage and screen? Not 
likely, Dr. Spiegel says. Was It the 
“permissive” doctrine of child- 
rearing associated (somewhat in- 
accurately) with Dr. Benjamin 
Spook? There is no correlation, 
says 'Dr. Spelgel, between the life 
styles of the young and their bat- 
tlefield conduct.. Was it some uni- 
que aberra t ional weakness in the 
men of Lt Caljey's company “C”? 
No -one knows. 

What Is needed; Dr. Spiegel be- 
lieves. Is _ less seapegnating_in this 
situation than has been .seen up 
to now and more "neutral” inquiry 
into the nature of this , war and 
the men who fight. If women and 
children, as our troops Insist, are 
active warriors to. the guerrilla ar- 
mies of Vietnam, is the United 
States prepared to fight them open- 
ly? ■ If the indSfiatounate wiHng 
of "enemy" civilians' Is a court- 
martial offense, are the bomber 
pilots, artillerymen and naval gun- 
ners to be brought to trial? And 
what of their civilian managers? 

- Those are the questions that have 
been largely obscured to the orato- 
ry over My Lai and that are not 
likely to be -answered at the forth- 
coming court-martial of Lt. Galley. 
They bear on the romantic notions 
many Americans stlQ have about 
war and they bear on the peculiar 
nature of guerrilla warfare in the 
30th century. They need to be 
answered. 


The third precaution recommend- 
ed by the committee was that Con- 
gress specify as explicitly as possible 
under the circumstances the kind of 
military action that is being au- 
thorized and the place and purpose 
of its use. in addition to this, the 
committee urged Congress to "put a 
time limit, on the resolution, there- 
by assuring Congress the oppor- 
tunity to review its decision and ex- 
tend dt terminate the President's 
authority to use military force.” 

If these sensible rules had been 
in effect to 1964, Congress might 
well be debating now whether or not 
to extend the authority of the Pres- 
ident .to use armed force in Viet- 
nam. It seems highly improbable 
that, under such an arrangement, 
the President would ever be allowed 
to send troops Into battle, without 
a declaration of war, for more than 
a year at a time. Congress insists cm 
reviewing other lesser grants of au- 
thority (foreign aid, for example) 
every year. A time limit on his au- 
thority to use-armed force to Viet- 
nam would have compelled Congress 
to share responsibility for the war,' 
and of course It would have given 
Congress substantial leverage in 
pulling American troops out long 
ago SI ft had cared to do so. 

Some ardent nationalists will say 
that any such restraint upon the 
President to the conduct of foreign 
policy could become'a serious em- 
barrassment. But is embarrassment 
of the President of greater concern 
than continuation of a war after it 
has lost support in Congress and 
presumably to the country? 

There is plenty of history to show 
that Congress as well as the Presi- 
dent has sometimes abused its au- 
thority. In a democracy, however, 
we instinctively feel more comfort- 
able if grave issues involving life 
and death and the future course, of 
the nation are hammered out to 
legislative debate instead of being 
left wholly to executive discretion. 

And it is reasonable to &ak wheth- 
er the President himself, to this 
time of- agonizing derisions, would 
not be relieved if the Fbrelgn -Rela- 
tions Committee formula ware to 
effect, requiring Congress to say the. 
last word, on the basis of . hie recom- 
mendations, as to how long , the 
commitment of American . forces- to 
the defense of - South Vietnam 
sho uld continue.

LONDON, Dec. 3 (UPD.— A 
leading politician today said Brit- 
ish teachers sided anarchy by 
striking, and Christmas packages 
piled higher in depots of British 
Road Services, where parcel de- 
liverers have been on strike for 
week. 

Londo n longshoremen met rep- 
resentatives from the Port of Lon- 
don Authority to discuss a ben on 
working containers.

Teachers began a two-week 
strike that closed rlnssca for more 
than 150.000 Children.

British Testing 
Contraceptive for 
Man or Woman 


LONDON. Dec. 3 (AP).— The 

first “unisex” contraceptive — it can 
be used by either man or woman 
—is being tested in Britain, a 
physician reported today. 

The device is a thin, pliable, 
water-soluble plastic film about an 
Inch and a half square containing 
a powerful nontoxic spermicide, Dr. 
Michael O’Donnell wrote in the 
magazine World I " '.cine. 

Several thousand packs of the 
contraceptive, known as the C- 
tUm, have been imported from 
Hungary, where if was developed. 
It will be tested here under the 
guidance of the International Plan* 
ned Parenthood Federation.

Adoption , Italian Sty

* T1 altitudes havs not changed 
sufficiently, to welcome the 
adapted cMW. into the average 
family, say observers here. How* 
ever,, as part of a continuing 
program to influence public opi- 
nion, the first national meeting 
on the problems of adoption in 
Italy wax held recently in Fisa. 
Directors of Joimdling hospitals, 
heads of university pediatric 
clinics, magistrates, and a sam- 
pling of couples with adopted 
children met to discuss the cur- 
rent status of adoption in 
Italy. 

To. the typical Italian woman, 
motherhood remains the most 
important' fact of her life. The 
c hildr en of an Italian family 
are its focal point; the repre- 
sentatives of its future, its 
strength. The wife who cannot 
have children Is apt to feel this 
lack more deeply here than 
women in many other countries, 
end yet, despite a revision at 
Italy's adoption laws two years 
ago, riie still hesitates to con- 
sider adoption. 

A typical, example is an at- 
tractive and energetic woman, 
looking far younger than her 42 
years, who came to Milan from 
the south when she was in her 
early twenties. Two years ago. 
her doctor finally admitted that 
she can never have children of 
her own. She SHU feels com- 
pelled to explain her childless 
state to eve r y person she meets, 
no matter how casually, and 
each thnq, her eyes fill with 
tears. 

She had always dreamed of 
having “a dozen boys." She feels 
that without children she is 
“not a woman." and she mar- 
vels at the fact that her hus- 
band 'who has six children of 
his own by a prior marriage) 
has “forgiven'’ her for her bar- 
ren state. She believes her in- 
laws look down at her; that her 
own family pities her. Yet rise 
win not even consider the pos- 
sibility of adoption. 

Fart of her reluctance is due 
to a firm belief in heredity, or 
blood ties, as the vital factor 
between parent and child; part . 
because she feels that without 
the physical act of giving birth, 
she would not "feel like a 
mother." 

The Legal Side 

Until two years ago, Italian 
law made it extremely difficult 
to adopt a child, evert for 
couples who wished to do so. 
Most children were “affiliated” 
rather than adopted, which - 
meant that the legal ties with 
the natural parents, should they 


ever appear, held firm. The 
adoptive father had to have 
reached the age of 50/ and the 
couple could have no chil d re n of 
their own. To some extent, cur- 
rent attitudes are stffl influenc- 
ed by the old law. 

A reform measure, called the 
“special adoption” law, has eas- 
ed the way, by lowering: the 
age Emit for prospective parents, 
permitting them to have chil- 
dren of their own, and allowing 
a child to be legally adopted 
with all the righto of a natural 
child, by the age of eight. But 
according to Marie Pia del 
Canton, sponsor of the new law, 
thty has not been .utilized in as 
many cases as passible. • 

It is estimated :ttaat there are 
over 40,000 chltdlegg couples in 
Italy, and more than 100,000 
homeless children, of whom only 
about 5,000 will eventually be 
adopted, s - 

In a sense, the problems f or - 
the childless woman ex- 

acerbated rather than diminish- 
ed as she moves away from the 
vast extended family to an ur- 
ban center, m.tfce traditional 
community, surrounded . by rel- 
atives. she often takes an active 
part in bringing up young 
nephews, nieces a nd cousins. It 
is not unusual for her to ac- 
tually raise an orphaned rela- 
tive, or a child or two belonging 
to a poorer relation. Thus,.

“proved even more difficult than 
we anticipated.”

Reports said the company had asked the government to 
invest $14.4 million to working capital during the next five 
years so Beagle could develop new planes to get a bigger 
share of the light aircraft market in the United States. 

But Minister of Technology Anthony Wedgwood Benn told 
the House of Commons last night that “the government has 
regretfully concluded that, having the need to contain govern- 
ment expenditure, there is not sufficient priority to justify 
the investment of further public funds to this enterprise.”

Foreign deposits and foreign 
money market investments rose by 
$4445 million to $2.04 billion while 
gold holdings rose by $1.1 mSbon 
to $454 billion. 

The mark advanced sharply today 
to its strongest point since revalu- 
ation last October. In London, spot 
marks rallied to 3.682 against the 
dollar at one stage, compared with 
an overnight rate around its offi- 
cial floor intervention point of 
3590.

U.S. Replaced j Dow T umbles Below 800 

In Sharp N.Y. Setback 


As Trade’s 
‘Mainspring’ 

GATT Reports EE C 
Now Do minan t Feature 

GENEVA. Dec. 3 (NTT)j — The 
European Economic Community 
has replaced the United States as 
the “mainspring” of the continued 
strong expansion of international 
trade, according to the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 

When final figures for 1969 are 
in they should show an “exception- 
ally strong increase” in world trade 
for th e second consecutive year, 
GATT said today to its qnnnai 
study of trade developments. 

The increase, it added, may even 
top the 11 percent growth to the 
value of trade recorded last year, 
when the total was $238 billion. 

It is to 1970. rather tn the 
year now ending, that the “gener- 
ally anticipated cooling off of the 
world business climate led by the 
United States seems more likely to 
have an impact on the growth of 
world trade,” GATT said. 

The “key factor” in the 1968 
expansion was said to have been a 
Spurt in UR. for Imports, 

which rose by nearly one-quarter. 

For this reason, GATT found it 
even more surprising” that avail- 
able 1969 statistics potot to another 
substantial boost to world trade 
even though UR. imports seem to 
be developing much more normally. 

The indications are that the 
imports of the Common Market 
group — West Germany, France, 
Italy, Belgium, the Netherlands pwd 
Luxembourg— “will have become the 
main force of trade expansion,” the 
study said. 

GATT said the strength of the 
Common Market’s demand for 
imports, which increased by 25 per- 
cent in the first half, sparked the 
trade growth. 

In the United States, the report 
noted, import growth slowed 
sharply to 7 percent, partly because 
of dock strikes, against 24 percent 
in the first half of both 1968 and 
1967. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3 CNYT). — 
Prices on the ITew York stock Ex- 
change plunged decisively today 
through their most widely pub- 
licized “support” level of 1969 as 
tax-loss selling continued to pound 
the market. 

The Dow Jones industrial average 
finally plummeted below the 800 
line on stock charts at the closing 
belL Previously, the blue-chip ba- 
rometer bad held firm above this 
critical level to fire successful tests 
mid-summer. 

But no resistance to selling pres- 
sure appeared today. The Dow, 
closing at its poorest reading of 
the 'ession. fell 799 to 79356. 

This carried the market’s most 
closely-watched indicator back to a 
new low since the first week of 
1967. The closing low for that year 
was 786.41 on Jan. 3. 

Caught between the pincers of 
tight credit and tax selling the in- 
dustrial average has plunged an 
awesome 69.69 since cresting on 
Nov. 10 at 863.05. This year's clos- 
ing high of 96855 came on May 14. 

Industrial giants continued to 
take a battering. Du Pont, the na- 
tion’s largest chemical producer, 
fell one point to 106 — its lowest 
price of the decade. 

General Electric, another of the 
Dow's SO components, slipped 7/8 
to 78 1/8 after trading at 77, a 
new low since 1963. The country's 
biggest maker of electrical equip- 
ment is now in the sixth week of 
a nationwide strike. 

But market observers who like 
to point out that the Dow indus- 
trials represent only a segment of 
NYSE issues got scant consolation 
from other sec tore. 

The Dow Jones railroad average, 
made up of 20 leading rails, finish- 
ed at its poorest level since 1964. 
And the utility average of 15 com- 
panies closed at its lowest reading 
since the 1962 market break.

The ad- 
vantage of such a lead is that 
the defense may then be able 
to choose where to win the first 
trick. 

In this case, the contract 
can be defeated tf West holds 
file lead with the heart king 
and shifts to a club. West can 


judge that this play cannot 
hurt the defense: If East has 
the club queen it will be trapped 
by a finesse in any event.

This book suggests instead 
that he is a romantic over* 
readier, pitting himself and his 
people resolutely against the 
tides of African history in this 
part of the 20th century.

Ojukwu’s arguments here are 
not likely to change many view- 
points on whether the choice 
was justifiable The arguments 
have 'all been made before, and - 
long since rejected or accepted 
by most of those interested in 
the conflict. 

But the book is valuable as 
a compendium of those argu- 
ments, a necessarily one-sided 
account (tf the breaking. away 
of Nigeria's' Eastern Region on 
May 30, 1867. to proclaim it- 
self the Republic of Biafra. 

Ojukwu as a historian is as 
biased as one would 'expect a 
leader stOl waging a bloody war 
to be. 

- Surprisingly, and refreshingly, 
there seems to have been little . 
retrospective editing of early 
speeches, and one gets some- 
thing of the evolution of Qjuk- 
wu's feelings. There is, far 
example, praise for Northern 
Nigerian leaders, and the Or- 
ganization of African Unity 
early in the book, which has 
changed to outright damnation 
of both by the end. 

Ojukwu as philosopher and .

NEW YORK, Dec. 3 (NYT) . — It once seemed 
that Los Angeles held the Inside track as the 
site of the 1976 Olympic Games. But without 
the slightest warning that such a step was 
even being contemplated, Moscow has filed a 
formal bid with the International Olympic 
Committee to serve as host city for the same 
Games. 

This had to come as a shock to Los Angeles 
because the Soviet capital is a fax more serious 
threat than cither of the other original con- 
tenders lor the honor — Montreal and Florence. 
Knowledgeable observers already have dismissed 
Florence because the 1960 Olympics were held 
in Rome and it is much too soon to return the 
Games to an Italian city. 

The main talking point for Montreal is that 
It would bring the Olympics to a new country, 
Canada, and the IOC prefers to spread around 
Its benisons. In any year other than this one 
Montreal might be an admirable choice. But 
this Is special. 

You know what happened In 1776. Since an 
elegant bicentennial celebration is planned for 
1976 and since this gala occasion coincides with 
the Olympic year. It seemed Ideal to invite the 
athletes of the world to take part in America’s 
birthday party. Los Angeles is the city best 
equipped to hold the Olympics, therefore the 
formal bid was made. 

A Romantic Appeal 

The California metropolis has stadiums, 
arenas, know-how, enthusiasm and housing 
facilities. The bicentennial affair should have 
an irresistible appeal, even a romantic one, 
to the decision makers on the IOC. Unfortu- 
nately, though, the ancient aristocrats who run 
the IOC may not have too much romance left 
in them. 

If Los Angeles has sentiment in its favor, 
Moscow has certain realistic factors that can- 
not easily be Ignored. The two dominant 
Olympic powers are the United States and the 
Soviet Unicn. The only argument that can be 
mustered against Los Angeles as a site— ad- 
mittedly it is a weak one— is that the 1932 
Games were staged there. 


However, neither Moscow nor any other city 
In what was once the Russian empire bas held 
the Olympics or even bid for them from the 
dictatorship of the czars through the dictator- 
ship of the commissars. Is this sufficient argu- 
ment for preferential treatment now? The IOC 
will have to decide at its meeting in Amsterdam 
next May. 

Many a hint was dropped by the Olympic 
fathers to Soviet officials in the past that a 
bid by Moscow or by any other city In the 
Soviet Union would be welcomed. 

The Russians ignored the hints. Maybe they 
weren’t ready to have inquisitive visitors pour- 
ing In behind the Iron Curtain in uncontrol- 
lable numbers. 

Rooms to Let 

The weightiest argument offered by Mayor 
Vladimir F. Promyslov of Moscow was a recital 
of the athletic facilities already at hand— the 
huge Lenin Stadium with its 103,000 -seating 
capacity, 68 other stadiums, 22 swimming pools 
and countless other play areas. 

But Moscow is short of hotel accommodations 
for the tens of thousands of visitors who will 
s w a rm in. Unlike other Olympics, there can 
be no spillover into private homes because 
Muscovites already are involved in a jam ses- 
sion In their housing arrangements. But the 
mayor predicted that sis new hotels and an 
Olympic Village complex would be ready by 
1976. Western diplomats have expressed doubt 
that his optimism can be justified. 

Everyone interested in the Olympic movement 
agrees that Moscow deserves to be the site some 
day. But what’s the Tush? The Olympic year 
Of 1976 holds vast significance to Los Angeles 
because of the bicentennial celebration- It 
holds none to Moscow, a last-minute bidder. The 
Soviet capital still can build its hotels and other 
housing facilities because they are needed any- 
way. 

Then it will assuredly and unquestionably be 
ready for the 1980 Olympics, which it can have 
awarded by a mere crook of the finger. This 
order of precedence makes so much sense that 
even the venerable gentlemen in the IOC 
should be able to see it that way.

■JVT2W YORK. Dec. 3 • NYT>. — Muham- 
■i ’ mad All. also known as Cassius Ci3? 
for stage purposes, is heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world, by right and dignity 
If not by nam e, and he Is beautiful. 
“Buck White," the new musical that 
opened last right at the George Abbott 
Theater, is not Quite so beautiful, and 
this Is a pity. 

The musical is based on the play by 
Joseph Dolan Tuotti, “Big Time Buck 
White.” which originated in Watts, and 
came to New York's Off-Broadway about 
a year ago. Now it has been given music 
and lyrics by Oscar Brown jr. and made 
into a starring vehicle for Clay. 

The champion does not really appear 
until the second half, and it is not meant 
as any criticism of him that it Is in the 
second half that the musical as such falls 
apart. This is merely a miscalculation of 
the producers and Brown. Anyone know- 
ing the original play would not perhaps 
have expected it to make a musical, and 
in such expectation he would have been 
more or less right. 

Tuotti's play was both curious and 
audacious. It purported to take place at 
the meeting hall of B.A.D.— a black power 
organization whose initials stand for 
nothing more disturbing than Beautiful 
Alleluja Days. 


A Real Person 


It opens with a scene of pure black 
comedy— with energetically cartoon-like 
characters making cheerfully racist jokes 
about black and white alike. We are 
awaiting the arrival of the hero — a black 
militant ieader. Big Time Buck White. 

The farce mounts upward, with wilder 
and wilder jokes, unto, suddenly, topping 
all the laughter, Buck White arrives. And 
instead of being yet another amiable 
zaney, he is a real person. Even more 
disconcertingly, the play develops into an 
actual meeting. Buck White invites 
questions from the audience, and after 
a couple of plants, he actually gets 
serious questions and answers them in 
a witty, humane but entirely serious 
fashion. It was a most Impressive stroke 
of theater. And this has been lost in the 
musical.

The first part is as funny as ever— if 
anything, funnier — for Brown has not 
only contributed some attractive songs 
but has also adapted this first pare of 
the play to some advantage. 

When Cassius Clay strides down the 
aisle, looking like a great African prince 
with his beard and Afro haircut, it seems 
as though, against earlier probabilities, 
the musical will work out. But then 
everyone connected with the show makes . 
a mistake. 

Instead of having Buck White answer 
real questions, and deal with serious 
problems, the producers have just a couple 
of plants in the audience, one serious- 
minded black, and a deliberately stupid 
John-Bircher of a white man. 


A Sea of Cliches 


The whoie dramatic power of the 
original play is washed over in a frothy 
sea of well-meaning cliches, with Buck 
White crooning abrasively about slavery 


and the need for black militancy. But 
crigtoauy this was more of a confronta- 
tion fog? - , a play. with thn* con- 
fronjation removed, the flimsy dramatic 
structure collapses. 

How is Clay? He emerges as a modest, 
namraay appealing man, he sings with a 
pleasant, slightly impersonal voice, acts 
without embarras smen t and moves with 
innat e dignity. You are only aware that 
he is not a professional performer when 
he is not performing. He has zw trained 
histrsxste presence and when left in the 
background he disappears completely in a 
manner ro actual actor would. For all 
n- does himself proud. . 

Tire rest of the small cast is brilliant. 
Seme cf the best laughs come from the 
outrageously camp p e rf orm ing of 
HerscheU Burton, standing on his civil 
rights and d emonst rating - that black 
power is set necessarily incompatible with 
gay power. Charles Weldon was very 
funny as a kind of black pantherine hell's 
angel. and I liked less the panache of 
Ron Rich as the organizer Jive, and the 
Ames ’2’ Andy humor of David Moody 
and Ted Ross. 

The Oscar Brown music is pleasantly 
bouncy without being memorable— it 
makes you want to da** rather than to 
hum, but the lyrics are another thing 
again, and in both “We Came in Chains” 
nrrii “Mighty Whitey,” they have con- 
siderable power. 


Jack Gaver, the Associated Press 
drama critic, reports that “Cassius brings 
off ■’his. 1 assignment c ommenda oly. He 
isn't going to win any laurels as a singer, 
but. like many actors, he ‘gets by* . . . 
As for the show itself, it is interesting If 
not satisfying.” 

John Chapman cf the New York Daily 
News says that “Clay . . . takes charge 
in amarir.g fashion ... he rules with un- 
cannily quiet power . . . there isn't much 
point- or direction to the plot, but man, 
it is noisy!” 

Richard L. Coe of The Washington 
Post: “Muhammad Alt — a k. a (also known 
as i Cassius Clay, the billing goes on the 
program— came to Broadway last- night 
and hit the canvas. The Big Broadway 
theater is what is basically wrong with 
■Buck White,’ and. big as he Is, Muham- 
mad Ali isn't big enough for the big title 
role.”
